CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE mOiiG KII'ID 
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Close Encounters with 
some unusual UFOs

As v;as mentioned in the Movembor issue of UFO CAMDA, 
other UFO sightings intthe Montreal area were being checked 
out. At that time no details could be published as the in¬ 
vestigations were still in progress. 

Just to review the "UFOs OWR MONIHEAL" article, a 
faidily of five frora Charably,P.Q., sighted two UFOs over the 
north-v;estern area of iiontreal. This sighting was possibly 
verified by a family in Dorval and a married couple from 
Ville St, Laurent, I say "possibly", because we can not be 
sure that all the witnesses involved all saw the same UFOs, 
They probably did, assuming that only those two objects were 
in the area. However, as you will see in the follov^ing re¬ 
ports, this area may have been visited by several objects 
over the last month (late 0ct./?7 - Nov./77), L'e will first 
look at the report of a UFO over the locality of St.Martine, 
P,Q., which is a farming area near Chateauguay, P.Q, As you 
will see, I consider this case to be a Close Encounter of 
the first kind. This case is very interesting because it 
occurred on October 23,1977...the same day and the same time 
as the reports in the November issue,Then v;e will relate a 
sighting near Ottawa,Ontario, on the highv;ay to riontreal 
which occurred on October 30th,1977, Finally we will look at 
a report of several UFOs seen from lie Ferrot on November 
3rd, These UFOs were seen in a V formation. 

First the St.Martine case. Mrs,Jessie B,,, was walking 
with her grandchildren aged 4 &nd l-^- years old, along a road 
called Kang St.Joseph, She was visiting her i;iarried daughter 
who resides in St.Martine and on the same street, Mrs. B... 
had just seen a small private aircraft land at the nearby 
airfield, when a hissing noise made her look up again, Tliere 
a bell-shaped obj^ect hung motionless in the clear skj’- at 
approxijnately 45^ angle above the horizon, fhe object \jas 
emitting white vapor from two tube-like protrusions on its 
top.

During questioning, Mrs.B... estimated its size as a bell 
approximately 2-3 feet in height •' She also estimated the 
object to be over a cornfield about 200 feet away and that 
the object was roughly 150 ft. above the ground. Based on 
these estimates, Howard Gontovnick and I nisJce the object 
out to be roughly the size of a two storey duplex in height 
and about 20 ft, in diameter, 

Vihile I'^lrs.B.oc watched the object, it suddenly dropped 
about S-10 ft, and just hovered. AH this time the UFO i;iade 
a hissing sound and kept emitting a steady flow of vapor. 
Although she experienced no psychological or physical effect- 
s, she was afraid to let the children see it, 3he claims 
that she was worried in case it landed and give off harmful 
rays. This was an obvious Impression for 'which has no ex¬ 
planation, It laay have been a spontaneous reaction based on 
the unknown nature of what she was observing,She did check 
her watch and 5 minutes had elapsed since she first savj it. 
She stopped to check where the sun and the moon "were and 
put the setting sun just behind the object (ivest) and noticed 
that the moon was just rising in the east. Only one or two 
stars were becoring visible in the eastern sky as it was 
still quite bright. She then turned back to the house all 
the time looking to see if the object was still there,,,and 
it was. As she arrived at her daughter's house(ii*s.Carol F.). 
1-lrs.B.,, mentioned to her daughter what she had just seen, 
but her daughter uiore or less laughed it off. At that point 
rlrso B... had her daughter go and look cut the v^indovj. Both 
women saw the UFO circling the area, still at a close range. 
The object had risen soraewhat but its v^ell defined appear- 
ence could still be seen, Carol did indeed admit that it was 
no ordinary airlane or helicopter, however she guessed that 
it may have been an experimental craft of sorts belonging to 
the Armed Forces or prehaps either Dorval or i-lrable Airport. 
i'Irs.B.o. accepted this and therefore both waaen returned to 
more earthly matters. For this reason, I was unable to find 
out how and when the UFO finally left, Jlrs.B,,. said in the 
interview, that the sighting would not have been reported to 
me had it not been for the newspaper articles v/hich appered 
in the following weeks. It was her daughter Carol who fin¬ 
ally persuaded her mother to report the icident.

in view of the fact that other people had observed similar 
objects. 

The object's description is rather strange. As can be 
in figure #1 , it was bell-shaped, with rather large win¬ 
dow areas and appeared to be made of aluminum. The windows 
seemed to have the appearence of smoked or tinted glass 
just like on the long distance Grejdiound buses. The under¬ 
side of the object v/as flat but had hemispherical append¬ 
ages which were shinny like chrome. On the top of the ob¬ 
ject, there were two tube-like extensions v;hich gave off 
the white vapour. 

Although the bell shape is not odd in UFO sightings, 

I have never heard of one having "smoke stacks" and the 
only fimiliar picture having hemispherical appendages, to 
to the best of my knowledge was Ada,iiski's craft, and I'm 
skeptical of that one. 

If there is one unfortunate aspect to this case it is 
the fact that this v;as close enough to produce an excell¬ 
ent photo, but no photographs were taken, I inquired about 
animal behaviour, seeing that it is a fearming area, but 
I‘irs,B... says she saw and heard no animals and guesses that 
they were all indoors at that time. Also Carol has two dogs 
and neither one exhibited strange behavior. 

Over the last few weeks, in the corse of telephone 
conversations and a personal interview, I have come to know 
jIrs,B,,. and I find her very easy-going, stable and truth¬ 
ful, I have no doubts about her and feel that she has re¬ 
lated the facts as she perceived them. Her knowledge of IFOs 
is at best none. She does adjnit that as a result of her 
sighting, she has looked through 3 or 4 books in the McGill 
University Library and finds the stories quite interesting, 
I asked her opinion on what she has read so far and she 
says that some of the stories sound possible and others she 
is not too sure about, Mrs.B.,. is a ViJlV2 Veteran and is 
presently employed as a security guard ;-ri.th the Canadian 
Corps of Commissionaires.She is presently on duty at McGill 
University.

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Assuming that all the facts are accurate this makes 
this case most interesting because of its closeness, dui>- 
ation and clarity of details. Unfortunately because only 
two witnesses have come forward, it is difficult to pro- 
^ ceed from here, Howard and I will visit the area soon to 
see if anything of an interesting nature such as power 
lines, reservoirs or other items of interest are present. 
Insofar as physical traces, although the ground was bare

j River just off the mainland of Bale d'Urfe, It is connected 
to both Baie d *'Jrfe and Dorion by Route 20 Bridge, 

‘ On the night of Thursday, November 3rd, at about 22:45, 

I-ir,yj.cheI ?,., was waiting for his v;ife to drive up to the 
house and was looking out the window when he spotted a for¬ 
mation of very bright lights. He estimates that the lights 
were about 10 times brighter than the visible stars and at 
least five times bigger than the biggest star. At that pcdnt 
he opened the window in order to assure himself that it v/as 
not a reflection in the glass. It was not and the five glow- 
1 ing lights hung there motionless. He v;as able to discern 
# that each object was a series of three v;hite lights(see fig

Over the next 6-8 iiiinutes the objects performed various man¬ 
euvers before they flev; avjay. iir.F... estii.iates that the ob¬ 
jects flew at perhaps 5 tines the speed of an aircraft. In 
view of the complicated flight patterns observed it is better 
y to relate the story with the aid of diagrams; i-'igs 2a, 2b, 
2c, 2d, and 2e which describe the case pretty well. Just be¬ 
fore referring to the diagrams, I just want to add that his 
^ wife drove up to the house as he first noticed the objects 
and therefore witnessed the observation as well, iir.P... 
called his brother in I’lontreal to check if he was seeing them 
too, but he did not.

This last case took place on the highv/ay frora Otta;va to 
Montreal on 'October 30th, 1977. rir & i'lrs.Z,,, together with 
their 3 children aged 11, 12, and 15 had just left the out¬ 
skirts of Ottawa and vjere on Route /!J.7 east-boijjid to Montre-. L 
The time was approximately 20:30. Sky conditions v/ere clear 
and the stars and moon were visible. As the^/ wex'e driving, 
.iichael, the 15 year old was trying to locate the Big Dipper 
when he noticed a flashing object in the slcy. He brought tUs 
sight to the attention of everybody in the car, and all ob¬ 
served the same thing, iirs, Z's testimony follows: 

"V.Tiile my son was trying to locate the Big Dipper, he 
saw this flashing object. I then looked up and saw a flash¬ 
ing brightness which seemed to be staying in one place for a 
short time (at no time did I think this v/as a plane). Then it 
started moving across the sky ui^til it was at the left side. 
Then it commenced at a fantastic speed in an ufmard motion 
until it was practically out of sight. 'Then i;e saw it co'.iing 
back, going back across the skies (sic) to our riglit, then 
ahead and back and forth until it headed upwards and we lost 
sight of it. It was dome-shaped at the top...we could not 
see the bottom because of the brightness, nt one tlae a red 
glare was flashed and an aura of Siaoka appeared for an in¬ 
stant ai'ound it.-' 

i'irs.Z... told me that at first her husband believed 
that it was an aircraft. However, that theory soon was dis¬ 
carded. iirs.Z... is at'vare that this particular highway offers 
a good view of aircraft at night because of the iuilitar 7 / and 
civilian fields in the area, and also she is quite firailar 
with airplane navagation and landiny^ lights, as she stated 
in her written testimony..."at no time iid I thirl it was a 
plane"... However, the possiblity that a ailitarj'- fighter 
was in the area seems possible and the red "flash ' nd aura 
of smoke may have been the result cf the fighter activating 
its afterburner, which in turn may explain the object's sud¬ 
den burst of speed. On the ether hand, same of the object's 
manouvers do indeed seem strange and not consistent vjith 
aerodynamic performance. I aju referring to the time when the 
object stood still and v/hen it moved back and forth a few 
times.

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The hovering of the object would be explainable if the air¬ 
craft was a VTOL type (Vertical Take Off & Landing), Hovever 

I the Canadian Armed Forces do not possess such a craft at 
present. Also I do not believe it could have been a heli- 
1 copter due to its speeds. Finally, if the vmtnesses' per- 
* ception of the event is correct, hovj do we explain the fim- 
ilar dome-chape? The orly other explanation I can think of 
is that perhaps the CAF has an experlnental craft, but that 
is a theory which has been under fire too many tiiries. How¬ 
ever I believe it should not be -lisiriissed altogether. In 
this h'atergate era it should be obvious that the government 
does not tell all. 

It is my opinion that the Z family iiiay have observed a 
genuine UFO, but again, because of a lack of arv tangible 
data such as photos, physical traces and a closer viewing, 
we cannot conclude that it was a foreign craft, Tlierefore, 
as much as I dislike using Project Bluebook pJirases, this 
object must be classed as an "UKaIKavU". And, in conclusion, 
unless we have absolute physical evidence to prove ariy UFO 
theory, then laost of these cases might have to be classified 
UIJKKQDhS.

There is no doubt that many widely publicised UFO sight¬ 
ings are the result of little-known or little-understood ef¬ 
fects of man-made equipment. As certain tj-pes of upper-air 
experiments become more common there is less confusion, but 
it is surprising how often we still see UFO headlines for 
sightings of high-altitude balloon, flare tests, chemical 
releases, satellite re-entry and even aircraft landing ligH>- 
s. Vi'ith the advert of the space program people are sky-con¬ 
scious and look up more than they used to. In some cases 
tests of airborne equipment cannot be ;;nde public at the 
time the tests are made and later, when the infoi’mation is 
released, the news media have lost interest. In connection 
with the possible sightings of various types of aircraft an 
observer often seeras to base his conclusions on whether he 
heard a sound or not. This is probably one of the least sig¬ 
nificant bits of obsemTition data, when related to aircraft. 
The factors of ’Adnd at various elevations, w+iether the ob¬ 
server is inside the house or out, in a moving vehicle or 
located near heavy traffic,etc,, all have a bearing on 
whether a sound will be heard.

TRACES FOUND IN 

MANITOBA 


In the November issue of UFO CAILIDA, we published a 
report of several n^sterious iraprints which were discovered 
on a farm in Rossburn, Manitoba, Recently, UFO CAMADA was 
fortunate enough to obtain the contents of an RCIIP (lioyal 
Canadian Mounted Police) telex to the National Research 
Council of Canada concerning the event. 

It seems that parts of our report were incorrect. First¬ 
ly, the incident probably occurred on September 3rd,1977. 

The farmer telephoned the local RCilP detactment on Sept.Ath, 
that he had discovered several imprints in his xvheat fields. 
Upon RCM? investigation of the complaint, revealed that four 
(not 6) round circles of packed wheat, 15 feet in diaraeter. 

On the 6th of Gepteiriber, just a day after the RCIIP con¬ 
stable visited the area, he returned to discover several 
other marks. 

In summarir, this type of report is quite often reported 
physical traces viithout an actual sighting cf a UFC, but the 
after effects.

Investigative techniques by law enforcement officers, 
news reporters, military and intelligence agencies have 
been unorganized, careless, and handicapped by ignorance and 
fear, as well as by exploitation froia publicity seekers 
(both individual & corporate). But public interest has per¬ 
sisted. The inadequacies and failures of the "authorities” 
motivated many interested persons to organize themselves in¬ 
to groups for investigating and collecting data, UFO study 
would include analysis of this data as well as establishing 
a valid investigative procedures. Being able to identify the 
common or uncommon objects or fhenomena that may be seen in 
the sky is important in judging v.hat is or is not a UFO. 

/unoung the several most popular theories concerning the 
origin of UFOs, is the theorj*^ of outer space oi'igin which 
seems to be the favorite. You itaist al;.'ays bear in ndnd of 
course, that this theory like others is just conjecture. Vje 
have had many sensational stories, but no clue of actual 
origin has ever been verified, Hovj,then,to folloi'j up this 
th eory ? 

The science and technologies participating in space ex¬ 
ploration seem most likely to yield the eventual ansviers, 
yes or no. V.'e have some answers already (for example; thus 
far, no evidence of life has been found on anj’’ other planet 
in our solar systeja) and more exploration is planned, he 
can watch to see whether any of these discoveries will tie 
in v;ith someone's UFO experience.

A ROUND-UP OF THL LATEST UFO NEl'/S 
CIA SUED OVER CUBE OF UFO COVER-UP 

"V/e have documented evidence that the CIA collects and 
stores facts about UFOs which appears to be contrary to their 
public opinion" - which is that UFOs are not worth investi¬ 
gating. 

Two of New York city's best known criminal lawyers 
Henry Rothblatt & Peter Gersten are repersenting Harvey Bro¬ 
dy, a photographer and also an executive of the Arizona 
based group - Ground Saucer hatch Inc.,. Ihe law suit which 
has been filed in Federal court in Brooklj'n, charges that 
the CIA is withholding documents on UFOs vrtiich should have 
been released under the Freedom of Information Act, 

Ihe documents inquestion are the entire file on the Rob¬ 
ertson Panel which dates back to 1952 - and the file of the 
sightings which was filmed in 1957. G.S.h'. charges that in a 
series of correspondence with the CIA as recent as 1976, the 
CIA states that certain portions of these reports "cannot be 
released in accordance with the provisions of subsection (b) 
(1) of the Freedom of Information Act", V^hich states (brief¬ 
ly)? the information could not be released or. the grounds 
that it might endanger the national sercurity. 

Ground Saucer Watch, was invited to appeal to the Infa> 
raation Review Committee of the CIA, but declined so that they 
could bring up the matter in court.

This particular article 
quotes certain citizens, including the Sheriff (which the 
tov;n doesn't have - just a Chief of Police) and the mayor 
(whose naRte doesn't exist).

Investigator John Oswald of North Hainpton, New Ha-apshire 
disagrees with the claims being made by Betty Hill, that 
UFOs have been landing on a regular basis in the Kingston 
area. 

.Its. Hill and her late husband Barney attracted world 
attention in the ;aid-60's, when they revealed under hj'’pnosis 
that they had been abducted by a UFO and given a physical ex¬ 
amination before being release.Recently, ijs. riill claims 
that she has discovered an area where UFOs are seen quite 
frequently. She has been visiting the area t\\'o or three times 
a week for the past six years and claims to have observed 
as many as 6 to 6 UFOs a night. 

Oswald is the local field investigator for the Center 
for UFO studies and has visited the area with rU’S.Hill on 
occasions.

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"Obviously rirs. Hill isn't seeing eight UFOs a night,..She 
is seeing things that are not UFOs and callitig them UFOs", 

The stories don't end there. A University student and 
his wife also went to the area with Firs. HiU and had this 
to say; "1^6 saw some very strange patterns of light... ‘./e 
saw what looked like spotlights coining from the ground and 
shooting up into the sky". His i-dfe ca'iunented; "we saw v^hat 
looked like a streetlight illuminating the road behind us. 
Betty turned around and looked through ths car's rear win¬ 
dow and said it was a UFO beaming down at us that ’v;e should 
leave". 

Os^■vald stated that when he visited the area, ijcs. .Hill 
couldn't distinguish between a landed UFO and a streetlight . 
And what if these lights weren't streetlights. The area is 
surrounded by swamp - did anyone ever here of sv/amp gas???
